Borah, who is the ranking Re­ 
publican member of the senate s 
powerful foreign relations com m it­ 
tee, said he was convinced th a t the 
purpose of Britain's move to seek 
an agreement wiLh Italy was to 
weaken G ermany and, at least, de­ 
lay her efforts to regain colonies 
lost in the W'orld War. 
"I believe th at the British gov­ 
ernment has come to the conclu­ 
sion that an arrangem ent with the 
United States is impossible 
be­ 
cause the American people won t 
allow it,” Borah said in discussing 
the 
events of the 
week-end in 
European capitals. 
“As a result she has undertaken 
to make friends where she can and 
if she 
succeeds 
in 
making 
an 
agreement with Italy it will drive 
a wedge between Italy and Ger­ 
many.” 
Hitler, Eden Discussed 
Discussing the speech of Reich 
Chancellor Adolf H itler and the 
resignation of British Foreign Sec­ 
retary Anthony Eden because of 
the

make a deal with Italy, Borah said 
that: 
1. Redistribution 
of

control resources was 
the 
chief 
hope of ending the present unset­ 
tled situation which,

treaty. He said he w’as "convinced” 
Germany would regain her

2. W ar in Europe is unlikely in 
the near future because Hitler ex­ 
pects to accomplish his objective 
—including the return of lost colo­ 
nies—w ithout fighting, and prob­ 
ably will. 
3. If Hitler had declared in his 
Reichstag speech th a t there would 
be no more racial or religious per­ 
secution in G eram ny it would have 
gone far to end such discrimination 
throughout Europe, and the Ger­ 
m an dictator would be “the most 
powerful figure in Europe today." 
British Convinced 
Borah said th a t the present ex­ 
pressions of opinion in the United 
S tates—including a vigorous drive 
in the senate to learn if there was 
any agreem ent with Britain — ap­ 
parently had 
convinced

Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain that there could be no under­ 
standing with this country. 
“It seems to me th a t Great Bri­ 
tain has finally made up her mind 
th a t she cannot depend on the 
United States for m ilitary or dip­ 
lomatic assistance and that, as a 
result, she has undertaken to make 
friends where she can.” he said.

COLUMBUS, Feb.- 22 — (U P) 
E. J. B ath, who is "proud to be 
known as a lobbyist" for the Ohio 
F arm B ureau, today condemned 
the proposed constitutional am end­ 
m ent for a one-house legislature 
on the grounds th a t it will not im ­ 
prove the legislative system and 
"m ay even m ake for w'orse condi­ 
tions." 
He insisted in opposition to the 
Ohio 
Single 
H ouse 
L egislature 
League which is sponsoring initia­ 
tive petitions to put the proposal 
on the ballot in N ovem ber th a t the 
present system of representation is 
equitable and represents a proper 
balance betw een rural and urban 
constituencies. 
D om ination Feared 
"W e have now a territo rial and 
population 
representation," B ath 
said. 
“We think it is unhealthy 
for either ru ral or urban to dom i­ 
nate. There ought to be a balance 
of expression. 
We now have the 
senate for population rep resen ta­ 
tion and the house on a territo rial 
basis." 
He said apportionm ent calcula­ 
tions showed th a t the legislature 
under the proposed change would 
consist of either 94 or 95 m em ­ 
bers. 
In the one case, he said, 13 
generally urban counties would 
elect 56 m em bers 
from 
single 
m em ber districts while 75 coun­ 
ties would elect only 38. 
In the 
second 
case 
12 
counties would 
elect 57 m em bers while the 76 
others would elect only 38. 
B ath contended the am endm ent 
bringing about a predom inantly 
urban 
one-house 
assem bly 
also 
would m ake for a continuance of 
"hodge 
podge 
taxation 
w ith 
a 
heavy burden on real estate and 
strengthen opposition to an equit­ 
able ta x stru ctu re.” 
He pointed specifically to the 
school foundation program which 
he said would have been difficult 
of a ttain m en t had there been a 
single urban house because some 
city m em bers 
opposed 
use 
of 
city m oney to help rural sections. 
Yet, he said, "constitution g u aran ­ 
tees equality of educational op­ 
portunity." 
Furtherm ore, he stated th a t the 
ru ra l sections under the proposal 
would he a t a disadvantage in con­ 
sideration of legislation allocating 
gasoline and license tax and liquor 
perm it fees. 
B ath expressed dislike of a pro­ 
vision in the plan providing th a t 
the legislature shall not be in re ­ 
cess or adjournm ent for longer 
than three m onths of any year. He 
said 
the am endm ent gives the 
legislature 
au th o rity to appoint 
the 15-m em ber council from its 
own m em bers and fix th eir sal­ 
aries and the length of their delib­ 
erations. 
He could not agree 
th a t 
this 
would necessarily m ean im prove­ 
m ent in legislation and said he 
thought it would be a disturbing 
factor in the state. 
"B usiness and everybody gets 
the jitte rs every tim e the legisla­ 
tu re m eets now," he said. 
"U nder 
this plan it would be a perm anent 
case of St. V itus’ dance." 
He said the opportunity for lob 
byists to m aintain control of the 
assem bly would be im proved under 
a one-house system . 
"It would 
be vastly easier for me and other 
lobbyists to g et in our w ork w ith 
a sm all house,” he said. 
He added th a t the lobby influ­ 
ence would be strong er w ere the 
council to be in continuous session 
for then the lobbyists would have 
to be on the scene m ore regularly. 
N either could he agree th a t ex 
posure of co rru p t m em bers would

ers are not shouting it from the house­ 
tops, but the sorest economic spot in the 


c o u n tr y is Michigan and its automobile 
Industry. 
This is where big banks firs* 
began to close and mobs became menacing 
during the last days of the Hoover Admini­ 
stration which ended in the bank crisis. 
The present Administration does not 
expect anything so serious, for the reason 
that the country now has a system of re­ 
lief, 
and 
additional 
funds 
have 
been 
allotted to the Michigan area. 
But when Homer Martin of the United 
Automobile Workers outlined the situation 
to the President recently, he reported that 
relief costs in the city of Flint had jumped 
212 
percent 
between 
December 
and 
January. 
The Social Security Board later 
estimated the increase to be 285 percent. 
Martin told the President that out of 
300,000 heavy industry workers in Detroit 
only 7 1 ,0 0 0 were employed, part of these 
being on part time. 
After listening to 
Martin’s plea for additional relief funds, 
Roosevelt suggested: 
“Would a million a 
week be enough to cover it?” 
This figure was tentatively agreed 
upon. 


PRUNES AND PEARS 
A SURVEY of the food market in Toledo, 
■**“ 
O., reveals that, while most foods have 
become cheaper, the price of prunes re­ 
mains the same. 
Likewise the quantity of 
prunes sold. 
So here is one thing steady in a shaky 
world. 
People must have prunes regard­ 
less of economic conditions. 
The prune 
market is sustained by relief funds in hard 
times; and if five prunes made a “ helping” 
before, whether in boarding house or pri­ 
vate home, the number remains the same 
Grown-ups may weary of them, but child­ 
ren usually like them, and they’re nourish­ 
ing and healthful. 
One other foodstuff remains almost as 
steady. It’s beans. But perhaps we would 
better not dwell on that theme, except to 
tell a true story. 
A couple of years ago a friend and his 
wife, who had been having a hard time, 
were driving along a country road. Things 
had finally begun to improve a little, and 
they were talking it over. 
“ W e ll” said

As it 
swung around a curve ahead, something 
fell out onto the road. When they reached 
the spot the truck had disappeared. 
The

fallen object, looked at the label, and then 
sadly placed it in the back of his car.

was a 40-pound sack of beans. 


AUTO REGULATION 
Governor Frank Murphy has been con­ 
ferring with the President on other long­ 
term ideas for the aid of Michigan. 
He 
believes that the only permanent cure for 
the State is the stabilization of the motor 
industry. 
Last year, for instance, 5,000 000 cars 
were manufactured. 
This was accom­ 
plished through high pressure selling and 
easier installment terms, already the sub­ 
ject of a conference between Roosevelt 
and the motor moguls. 
This year, because the motor market 
was oversold, only 2,500,000 cars will he 
produced, and of this number parts are 
already manufactured for 1,000,000, so 
that actually only 1,500,000 additional 
cars will be built. 
Governor Murphy’s ideas on auto regu­ 
lation still are in a formative stage, but he 
believes one solution might be a carefully 
regulated motor monopoly which would 
prevent fluctuation in production. 
Only hitch is that bitter rivals Ford and 
General Motors never would get together.

W hat Course to Follow ll 'l ou I lave Colitis 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
THE TERM “colitis” implies in­ 
flammation oJ the large intestine. 
In order to understand its nature, 
we must know something of the 
structure 
a n d 
function of the 
colon. 
The colon, or 
large 
Intestine, 
has an internal 
lining of mucous 
membrane, two 
muscular coats 
of circular and 
l o n g itudlnous 
muscles, and an 
outside coat of 
serous 
connec­ 
tive 
tissue 
so 
that it makes a 
f a i r l y tough, 
flexible, 
expan­ 
sive and elongated sac. 
It is well 
supplied with nerves so that de­ 
rangement of its functions are felt 
in the form of symptoms or pain. 
Its most important function is 
that of holding bulky digestive 
products and waste until they can

be conveniently eliminated. The 
second important function Is de­ 
livering lo the body the water 
which has been imbibed and poured 
into the smpll intestine during di­ 
gestion. 
Absorption of minerals, sugar, 
tit and some drugs takes place 
rom the colon. 
Most of the bacteria which have 


formed in the intestinal contents 
are detoxified or killed after they 
reach the large intestine. The chief 
secretion from the colon is mucus. 
Its function is obviously that of a 
lubricant. 
Colitis can be said to exist only 
when there is demonstrable evi­ 
dence of inflammation of the intes­ 
tinal wall or lining. 
Various Forms 
There are various forms and 
] causes of colitis: 
! 
(ii Amebiasis. 
This is becom- 
! ing more and mprc common in the 
j United States, and is due to the In- 
| vasioa of the mucous membrane of 
I the colon 
by amebic parasites, 
i Amebae usually enter the body 
j with 
contaminated 
food. 
When 
j they invade the mucous membrane 
i of the colon they usually cause ul- 
cerat ens. 
These ulcerations may 
j be quite deep and lead to great in­ 
testinal 
unrest, 
with 
pain 
and 
j cramps, diarrhea and the forma- 
i lion of blood, pus and mucus. 
Besides the examination with the 
X-ray, diagnosis will depend upon 
(the recovery of the ameba from 
the stool. 
When treatment Is promptly and 
properly given, acute amebic colitis 
responds very rapidly. Most of the 
treatment is designed to kill off the 
parasite. For this purpose a num­ 
ber of drugs have been used, such 
as ipecac and its derivatives, eme­ 
tine. stovarso!. vioform and bis­ 
muth re sore in ol. 
As in all forms of colitis, rest 
with the use of a soft, low residue 
diet, should be Instituted. 
In the United States today near­ 
ly any chronic diarrhea should be 
suspected of being amebic.

Urbana Attorney Talks 
A t Monday Club Session

club meeting in the Library T rus­ 
tees' room of Memorial Hall was 
sponsored by the “Studies of W o­ 
m en In Careers* *' division under the 
direction of Miss Jeanette Rowe, 
chairm an. 
The m eeting opened by singing 
a group of patriotic songs, led by 
Mrs. Jam es Moffitt. After a short 
business session, Miss Grace Fern 
Heck, of U rbana, the guest speaker 
of the evening, was introduced by 
Mrs. R ay Funds, Miss 
Heck, 
a 
law yer 
of 
Urbana, 
was 
twice 
elected prosecuting attorney of her 
home county and she was a m em ­ 
ber of the W lckersham committee, 
the appointment following immed­ 
iately her graduation from the law 
departm ent at Ohio State univer­ 
sity. Tile speaker 
presented 
the 
general problems of “Women 
as 
L aw yers”, saying in part. 
“The group of women lawyers in 
the United 
States 
is 
relatively 
small and the public is not inform­ 
ed of the achievements of these 
women, except in the case of a few, 
one being Judge F lorence Allen. 
“The first woman in the United 
States was adm itted for law prac­ 
tice in 1869; the first woman ad­ 
m itted for practice in Ohio was 
Miss Agnes Scott, in 1878, having 
been refused admission twice prev­ 
iously because she was a woman. 
The 1920 census reported 1,758 wo­ 
men lawyers in the country; a t the 
present time the num ber is 4,500. 
Since science and inventions have 
taken so much of the challenge 
from the home, women have chosen 
law as a profession for the 
same 
reason th a t they have chosen other 
professions. However, it is one of 
the professions th a t the public is 
slow to recognize for the following 
reasons: first, it is a study requir­ 
ing intense concentration and it 
cannot be treated as an avocation; 
second, the unwillingness of wo­ 
m en to face the starvation period, 
the time of beginning 
practice, 
which covers a t least five years; 
third, the prejudices 
of 
public 
opinion. As late as 1921 an author­ 
ity on vocations for women stated, 
‘It m ay be granted th a t law has 
not thus far proved one of the pro­ 
fessions th a t offer more obvious 
advantages to women.’ It is almost 
impossible for a woman lawyer to 
g et a position in Ohio. However 
the federal government has made 
several appointm ents in the state. 
“The qualifications for women 
contem plating the study of law are 
more than average intelligence, a 
willingness to work, an analytical 
mind, the ability to make friends 
and the ability to meet the public, 
in short, the scholarly, dram atic 
type of person.” 
In conclusion, Miss Heck made 
clear th a t organizations of 
the 
M onday club type could do much 
tow ard educating the public to the 
fact th a t the law profession can 
be m astered successfully by women 
as well as men.
